that in the meantime they were not defrauded 
ju apy way. The direciors thoroughly investi« 
gated the matters of com plai:t.and in some gar- 
nishmeut cases brought against some of he 
men, before Justice Waters, |! appeared that “he 
dealings of the store had been fairand just, and 
onthe whole fully as low were the price as 
those of the gereral market. Indecd, i bave 
talked with some of the men and can give th 2ir 
names if necessary, who tei] oie that prices at 
that store are fuily as cheap as they can fiud 
anywhere. It is the policy of the store to make 
@ moderate profit on all it se.'# aud not to mrke 
aspecial ruo On any ove article I think the men 
who «buse the store most are those who Want 
mere goods ihan their wages eitile them to re- 
sive. Sometimes Mr, Mc ?her creditaa man on 
his own responsibility, beyond what the rail 
owes him, and them he charges Mmetling 
extra for the risk of a debt Het secured by the 
mill, The mill does not irsne checks on the 
store. McPhee gives the men checks in bis own 
uame and then iovks to us lor repayment. Jhe 
meu are vot paid in checks alone. Ido not 
think there hs been avy time when any labor- 
er told Mr. Goodnow that be needed cash that 
he did not get it j ust as soon as possibie. 

Recemtiy the men bave reecived considerable 
cash. We have a rule that when a man is dis- 
“satisfied he may give fifteen days’ notice of a 
desire to quit a.d work on, aid at the end of 
that time be pai‘ in cash for a!i that is due him 
up to the minute he stopped voik. And when 
the men spoke of the sirike last weekg ir 
Goodnow toid thera that if they were dissa.stied 
with the way the mill was run they could give 
the reguiar potice and op the 8th hewould 
pay them every cent. oe for December 
and on the 15th every cent due for January’s 
iapor. This they reiused ‘7 do, and stopped 
work, 

They have becn idie a week, and have iost 
$2,000 by it. A majority of the men have been 
paid every cent that is due them, and the lead 
ers in the strike, I expect, are from, this very 
class. There is no chance ‘¢rthe men to ove 
their money. They havea /ahorer’s)iev, wuieh 
is as good a title agthey want. There is no 4is- 
position om the part of the direcwrs to deprive 
them of auy rightsor priviteges. We are as 
anxious to pay as they are t receive, and will 
pay them just as prompily as we can. The store 
is a necessity in ourconditios, Besides carry- 
ing five thousand dollars or more for us every 
month, it saves us another expense and great 
annoyance. If the men traded all around town 
we would be bothered with si! sorts of garniah- 
ment suits, and if we accepted orders from 
stores generally we woul’ have to employ 
an other man to keep a book fer all such orders, 
We deepiy regret the strike, but we have ieit 
the matter entirely in the havdsof Mr. Good- 
now. He will manage the whole mattr and 
whatever he does will be appraved. He is prneh 
more leniently disposed toward the men than 
the rest of the directors. I hcpe scon to see the 
entire trouble past. .
